Alternantheras 
A good erop of cuttings will now be available from 
the stock plants. The cuttings after they have been 
sheared off, or taken with a knife should be put in the 
sand in close rows. They require a good watering when 
put in and shade for five or six days. With bottom heat 
they will be rooted in a little more than two weeks, when 


they should be lifted and put into flats. If pot plants 
are required, these, when they have made sufficient roots 
and are crowded in the flats, can be potted into 24 or 
3 in. pots. Light, fibrous soil, kept moist, suits alter- 
nantheras, and a bench up near the glass, warmed from 
underneath, is the best place for them, better than hot- 
beds or frames. Two or three crops of cuttings can 
also be had of those first propagated ; in fact, when kept 
going, cuttings in plenty can be got from quite a lim- 
ited number of stock plants. 


Care of Palms 

In potting palms, it should be remembered to always 
give small shifts. When they are overpotted or tubbed 
the soil usually becomes soured and wormy before the 
roots can take it up, and good results are impossible 
when this occurs. In regard to compost, shake out the 
finer particles of soil and use good fibrous loam. A good 
compost for palms is two-thirds fibrous loam, one-third 
peat mold with a liberal addition of sand. ‘Large plants 
can have some coarse bone added and a little well-dried 


cow manure. Always pot firmly and water with caution 
until the roots are actively at work in the new compost. 
All your palms may not need shifting. Those that are 
not to be repotted can have a top-dressing, picking away 
some of the old material first, and then renewing with 
rich compost. Before repotting see that the palms are 
clean. To keep them clear of scale, spray occasionally 
with some insecticide that will loosen ‘up the scales, al- 
lowing them to be sponged off clean. 


Flowering Shrubs for Easter 

It is just as well to bring any flowering shrubs in- 
tended for Easter a little early. A temperature of 45 
degrees is high enough to start with. A moderate mois- 
ture at the roots, but copious, frequent sprinkling over- 
head will soon bring about an even all-around break 
and the starting of active root fibers. This accom- 
plished, they may safely be treated to more heat. A 


graded, slow rise to 60 degrees, with from 5 to 8 degrees 
higher on bright days will finally fix the even course of 
regular forcing, promote luxuriant growth and_ perfect 


development of foliage and flowers. The temperature 
can be raised 5 degrees every ten days until you have 
them at about 70 at night. Shrubs will have better 
flowers and foliage if they have all their hard forcing

ten days before they start to open their buds. When 
they are fairly well out in flower a drop to about 50 
degrees at night will add to their keeping qualities as 
well as give substance to their flowers. 


Rambler Roses 

Plants to be in bloom for Easter should now be in a 
sunny house with a night temperature of about 55 
degrees. If the shoots are now 5 to 6 inches long on the 
Ramblers they are all right. But where they are not 
that far advanced, when they have developed some root 
action and the new growth appears, the temperature 
should be slowly raised to 60 or up to 65 degrees if 
necessary. While under this forcing they will need 
water in ample quantities both at the roots and in over- 
head sprinkling. When they get into fairly good growth 
they will need careful watching so that they do not dry 
out too quickly, a condition which is very liable to pro- 
duce a few flowers prematurely instead of a full set of 
bloom. Ramblers want abundant water supplied, and 
liquid manure every fourth day until the flowers begin 
to expand when it should be discontinued. When ven- 
tilating avoid cold drafts, which will cause mildew to 
start and soon render the plants unsaleable. Look out 
for plants growing near heating pipes as once red spider 
gets a foothold they are speedily ruined. 


Sweet Peas 
Sweet peas sown in pots and growing cool will make 
fine stock for spring flowering. If the place on the 


benclies is not ready, sow from four to six seeds to a 
4-inch pot and they can be planted in the benches in 
about four weeks. Sown at this time there will be less 
difficulty than with the early crops. They will last for 
picking from four to six weeks and will find a good 
market and price. A good compost for sweet peas 
should consist of about three parts loam to one of ma- 
nure. They should have a temperature of 45 degrees to 
50 degrees at night with a rise to 60 to 70 degrees with 
sunshine. Keep them well up to the light, syringe on 
all bright days and be careful about watering. Whether 
profitable or not depends now on cultural skill and not 
on market conditions as formerly, for good sweet peas 
can now be sold right along at excellent prices. 


Starting Coreopsis 
Plants intended for Memorial Day can be brought 
start these. plants slowly and cool. In about two or three 
weeks -they-ean: stand -50. degrees: -- As the-roots- become 
active ‘they will want lots of water; and weekly doses of 
liqdid manure. Give plenty of ventilation.

Young Cuttings After Potting 


Even with the best of care there will be a few cut- 
tings that will go to the bad, and if the number does not 
exceed ten per cent, it is doing nicely. The smaller 
the loss the greater credit for the grower. After a 
week or two in pots the cuttings that are going to die 
can be easily picked out and done away with, and the 
space thus gained can be used to grow some more. Be 
very careful with the hose for too much water and a 
few cloudy days will play havoc among the little plants, 
causing many to die of rot, getting all black at the bot- 
tom and gradually dying to the top. As soon as growth 
starts, a little more water can be applied. When look- 
ing over the benches take a plant every now and then 
and turn it out of the pot so that you will be able to see 
just how moist the soil really is, and at the same time 
you will see how many roots the plants possess and will 
then have an idea how to keep them, should a bad spell 
of dull cloudy weather come along. Syringe as often as 
is possible, for you will then not only rid the plants of 
many undesirable insects, but will help promote growth. 


Lime Water 

If the soil in the pots starts to get coated with a green 
scum, it will be well to water the plants a little now and 
then with lime water. This green should not appear, 
and if perfectly clean pots were used it seldom will 
until after the plants have been in pots six months or 
more. Where a large number of plants are being grown 
it will not pay to bother mixing the lime water in cans, 
and the only way is to get a barrel every here and there, 
dump a peck of lime into it, and then slake it. After it 
is well slaked fill the barrel with water, and allow it to 


settle. Use the clear water from the top only, otherwise 
the plants or leaves of the cuttings will get a coat of 
lime, which would be of little benefit to them, and look 
bad besides. 


In the Old Houses 


Just because the rush of the propagating season is 
here there is no reason why the old houses should be 
allowed to go back, as there is plenty of time yet to grow 
many cut roses before they are torn out. Neglect now 
will mean bad roses in the spring and there might as 
well be none as to have poor stuff, for there will be 
plenty of other flowers on the market and when there 
is plenty to select from the buyers will not have to take 
all that is offered, so some of the stuff is bound to go to 
the bad. 

Tying 

Keep right on with this, and never neglect to keep 
the plants tied, for they go back very quickly when al- 
lowed to lie around at all. This is especially true of 
Beauties, which will go blind very quickly, Killarneys 
and the roses of that habit will require very little tying, 
and an occasional touching up will be all that is neces- 
sary to keep all the plants in good shape. With Beau- 
ties it is different, and they should be gone over almost 
weekly, and straightened out, so that they will never be 
redl bad. Once they are allowed to go back it will take 
time and time to get them into shape again. When 
tying it is well to pick off all the yellow leaves that you 
come across and as soon as the house is tied go over 
the benches and pick them all up and burn them. This 
will make the plants look much neater, and will benefit 
them as well. 





A DUTCH VIEW OF THE GLADIO- 
LUS SITUATION. 


Editor HortricuLTURE: 
Dear Sir—-With great surprise the 
Council of the Dutch Gladioli Society 


has read your editorial of Dec. 27th, 
about the Dutch gladioli. We permit 
ourselves to answer in the following: 
The growing of Gladioli in Holland 
has increased much in a very short 
time and this proves that the state of 
this culture must be sound, as in the 
opposite case it would be quite im- 
possible that this culture could have 
developed in such a way, nothing be- 
ing more difficult than growing bulbs 
or any article whatever, which are lia- 
ble to disease. As for the damages 
which might be caused in shipping the 
bulbs we can only say that every year 
the Dutch bulb growers ship enormous 
quantities of bulbs to the U. S. of A. 
with the best success and that they 
take care, of course, that gladioli do 
not arrive in America spoiled and 
sweating. 
It is not to be denied, however, 
that the prices of gladioli are very 


low at present, which we too regret 
very much. This fact has nothing 
whatever to do with the more or less 
good quality of the Dutch Gladioli. but 
is the result of overproduction. This, 
however, cannot last long, there be- 
ing nobody who can grow an article 
a long time at a lower than production 
price, and people very soon start to 
plant fewer bulblets and less young 
stock, which quickly diminish the 
stock of saleable bulbs for the follow- 
ing seasons and consequently the 
price soon returns to a normal state. 

Hoping to have given by these lines 
a better insight as regards the Dutch

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UNFAIR PARCEL POST RATES. 


After writing to the Postmaster 
General regarding the extending of 
the Parcel Post rules so as to apply 
to “seeds, bulbs, cuttings, scions, 
roots and plants,” we have had in re- 
ply from the Third Assistant Post- 
master General a letter which reads in 
part: 


“In answer to your letter of the 2nd in- 
stant, which the Postmaster General has 
referred to me, I have to inform you that 
the Act of July 24th, 1888, fixes the special 
rate of postage of one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof on parcels of 
seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots, scions, and 
plants and the parcels post law provides 
that it shall not in any way affect such 
special rate. It is understood that this 
provision was inserted in the parcel post 
law at the instance of the seedsmen of the 
country.” 

Now why these items should carry 
a higher rate of postage than other 
merchandise, at the instance of the 
seedsmen of the country we are un- 
able to understand. 

Why consideration should be given 
to all these items, simply upon the 
recommendation of the seedsmen, 
when they only handle seeds, is an- 
other thing which looks “queer” at 
least to the writer’s way of thinking. 
There undoubtedly must be a misun- 
derstanding somewhere as to the 
seedsmen generally having recom- 
mended.that the rate of postage be 
held higher on these items than on 
other merchandise. and the very 
thought of the thing is convincing 
that it is not right, inasmuch as a 
pound of seeds mailed at the office of 
any one in the trade costs as much to 
mail at his post office to be handed 
out to a customer one block away, as 
it does to send them over various 
lines or ways of carriage to the most 
distant parts of the country. 

We wish to ask every seedsman, 
nurseryman and florist to write im- 
mediately to his Congressman and to 
the Postmaster General asking imme- 
diate legislation affecting the parcel 
post rates so as to apply to seeds, cut- 
tings, bulbs, roots, scions and plants. 
This is certainly important and in 
justice to both the seller and buyer of 
such items, an urgent request should 
be made upon these officials that this 
error be given prompt legislation and 
correction.

THE CANNERS’ CONVENTION. 

The Canners’ Convention of 1914 is 
now a matter of history and a pleasant 
memory. The attendance far exceeded 
that of any previous convention, many 
estimating it to be from 1000 to 1500 
larger than ever before. The people 
of Baltimore certainly did themselves 
proud in the matter of entertaining, 
especially for the ladies. It is need- 
less to say that Baltimore now ranks 
very high with the ladies who attend- 
ed the convention, and its hospitality 
will be a standard by which that of 


other cities will be measured for a 
considerable time to come. Too much 
praise cannot be given the local Can- 
ners’ Exchange for their untiring ef- 
forts to insure to everyone a good 
time. Among these may be especially 
mentioned, D. H. Stevenson, Secretary 
and F. A. Torsch, President of the 
Exchange. Many others devoted a 


great deal of time and all deserve the 
warmest thanks of every person who 
attended the Convention. 

The opening session was dignified 
by the presence of Cardinal Gibbons, 
who offered prayer. This was fol- 
lowed by a very scholarly address by 
Governor Goldsborough, his text be- 





ing “Maryland my Maryland.” After 
him came his Honor Mayor Preston 
who fully lived up to his reputation 
as a gifted speaker; then the addresses 
of the Presidents of the National Can- 
ners’ Machinery and Supplies. and Na- 
tional Canned Foods Association. The 
meeting was presided over by F. A. 
Torsch until the chair was taken by 
former Governor Fernald of Maine, 
President of the Canners’ Association. 


The Exhibition. 


The Machinery Hall, which was the 
Fifth Regiment Armory, was filled to 
its capacity by the exhibits of the ma- 
chinery and supplies of various kinds 
used by the canners. For the first 
time the Association used the uniform, 
or universal booth, and the result 
fully justified the action of the officers 
and directors of the Canning Ma- 
chinery and Supplies in adopting it. 


Seedsmen versus Canners. 


More seedsmen were represented 
than at any previous conventions and 
with one or two exceptions, they had 
booths. As a business convention, with 
the exception of the seedsmen and 
seed-growers, it probably was the most 
satisfactory ever held. Owing to a 


conjestion of peas in the hands of the 
canners, and large surpluses held by 
the growers, orders were smaller than 
usual and the canners were very in- 
dependent in their attitude; and well 
they might be, as the seed-growers 
were making a very hard fight for 
business and cutting prices to figures 
unknown for a number of years. It 
is very doubtful if they did any more 
business than they would have done, 
ultimately, had they held for reason- 
able prices, but as it was coming 
rather slowly to suit many, they de- 
cided that a cut would help matters. 
As soon as they quoted the lower 
price to the canner, he immediately 
advised their competitors of the fact 
that he had been quoted a lower price, 
and demanded to know what they 
were going to do about it. In fact, 
the canners simply played one seed 
grower against the other, to their own 


benefit, and the seed growers were, 
with a very few exceptions, easy 
marks. Two or three of the largest 


growers stood pat for the prices they 
thought were reasonable and deliber- 
ately rejected business at lower fig- 
ures. 

It may be recalled that we stated in 
these columns some weeks ago, that

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in our humble opinion, the prices 
named by many of the seed growers 
at that time were too high. Since 
then, most of these prices have been 
materially reduced and are now on 
what would seem to be a fair and 
reasonable basis. And it was for 
these prices that afew of the more 
conservative growers stood. As al- 
ready stated, they could have booked 
considerable business, had they been 
willing to meet the figures of their 
more excitable and panicky compet- 
itors. They refused to do this, how- 
ever, and probably will lose nothing 
worth having, in the long run. Many 
of the canners seem to be obsessed 
with the idea of buying cheaply, and 
did not hesitate to break ties of many 
years standing for a matter of 10 or 
15 cents per bushel. Many may have 
good reason to regret this ere the fin- 
ish of another pack. 


Officers Elected. 


The new officers of the various, as- 
sociations were elected on Wednesday 
of the Convention week, W. C. Leitsch, 
of Columbus, Wis., being elected Presi- 
dent of the Canners’ Association, while 
the Canning Machinery and Supplies 
Association and the Canned Goods 
Brokers’ Association re-elected the 
same officers who served the past year 

—Richard Dallam for the Brokers, and 
W. C. Langbridge for the Canning Ma- 
chinery and Supplies Association. 


Place for Next Convention. 


The place for the next Convention 
is just now engaging the very serious 
consideration of the three Presidents, 
and it is understood that a referendum 
vote of their various associations is 
being taken with a view to ascertain- 
ing the sentiments of their members 
regarding this matter. It may here 
be said that California is making a 
very strenuous bid for the 1915 Con- 
vention, and that a very strong senti- 
ment in favor of California exists in 
the three associations. It will, no 
doubt, be several weeks before the 
matter is finally determined. 


Report of the Seed Harvest, 1913. 
By L. Daehnfeldt, Odense, Denmark. 


Rutabagas have given only a poor 
crop; White Turnips only about 25 
per cent of a normal crop and Yellow 
Turnips a tolerable average crop. Car- 
rots promise a good crop. Peas has 
given about average and of Dill only 
a short average crop can be expected. 
Kale has yielded very good, but only 
small areas have been cultivated this 
year. Cauliflower crops look very sat- 
isfactory. Brussels Sprouts and Red 
Cabbage have given a good crop. The 
late varieties of Cabbage have yielded 
well, but the early strains have on the 
contrary given a very small crop. Par- 
sley curled will hardly give an aver- 
age crop. Parsley rooted is very late 
and the crop will be poor. Radishes 
will probably give below average har- 
vest, and the varieties for forcing only 
a very small crop. Beets yield well, 
but are somewhat late. With Salsify 
there were only small areas laid out, 
and the crop has been far below expec- 
tation. Only small areas are planted 
with Celery, and the crop is, owing to 
the continual dryness, rather short. 
Spinach is also partly below expecta- 
tion in Denmark, but the harvested 
seed is very fine. 

Regarding flower seeds the most 
open ground varieties are giving a 





good crop, especially calendula, chry- 
santhemum, clarkia, cynoglossum, 
larkspur, eschscholtzia, godetia, gyp- 
ophila, candytuft, lupinus, popies and 
mignonette. A few varieties of sweet 
peas give a good crop, but the main 
part of them yield below the average. 
Asters looked very good during the 
summer; however, the plants are late, 
and there can only be expected a small 
crop, especially of the dwarf varieties. 
Snapdragons and mignonette will give 
an average crop. Pansy mixed and in 
varieties are very good harvested, 
only a few sorts having suffered in 
winter. Helichrysum have suffered 
somewhat owing to the rain, but the 
harvest will be an average. 


Chicago Seed Notes. 

Sales of onion sets for January and 
February delivery have been brisk and 
only a moderate supply is left for the 
two months still in the season. The 
slight shortage in the crop and the 
excellent quality of the sets have left 
no chance of a surplus in this market 
and market gardeners are laying in 
their supplies early. M. Kirkeby & 
Co., who have a large place at 5225 
Norwood Park avenue and make onion 
sets their specialty, say the supply will 
be sold out early. They give the mar- 
ket quotations now as $1.50 per bushel 
of 32 lbs. on reds and $2.00 on yel- 
lows and whites, in small lots. Some 
discount from this is made on large 
lots. They grew 150 car loads this 
year.

Prices on glass in this market con- 
tinue firm and are practically the same 
as they have been during the past 
year. Sharp, Partridge & Co., speci- 
alists in greenhouse glass, and well- 
known all over the country, are of the 
opinion that there will be an unusual 
amount of building this spring, and 
that there will be no decline in prices 
on glass, which now are a little high- 
er than the average of the last five 
years, but lower than the average of 
the last twelve years. 

Manager Phil. McKee of The John 
Cc. Moninger Co., thinks the chances 
good for an advance in the price of 
glass, which just now is quoted in 
Chicago as 90 per cent and 15 per 
cent on single and 90 per cent and 20 
per cent on double strength for win- 
dow glass and a little less on green- 
house sizes. Mr. McKee says the pros- 
pects are good for an unusual amount 
of greenhouse building this spring 
and that among their orders now 
booked is that of P. Cudahy for four 
houses, 57 by 320, at Cudahy, a sub- 
urb of Milwaukee, Wis. 





Trade Notes.

The market this week is 

BOSTON devoid of activity, al- 
though there is no very 

heavy overproduction excepting on 
some of the bulbous material, partic- 
ularly tulips and yellow narcissi. Both 


of the latter have been dragging badly 
and the same may be said of violets 
and cattleyas. On the other hand, car- 
nations have moved up a peg and all 


. that come in find a ready demand at 


good prices. Roses are holding their 
own very steadily and are of excel- 
lent quality generally. American 
Beauty still brings the $9 a dozen 
price for special stock and there is 
no surplus. Sweet peas are moving 
very satisfactorily, especially the Spen- 
cers, which bring thrée to four times 
as much as the old type realizes. 


Trade continues quite 

BUFFALO satisfactory though 
there are some days 

during the week that things are not 
as bright as looked for. Spring flow- 
ers have taken well up to a few days 


ago and now the market is rapidly 
filling up and prices have declined 
somewhat. There has been enough of 
everything and carnations of poor 
quality in particular, which are car- 
ried along, but select stock finds 
ready sales and there are some good 
Beacon, Enchantress, White Wonder, 
White Perfection, Melody and Ideal 
coming in, the latter having fine color 
and stem though the bloom is some- 
what smaller than Enchantress. Short 
roses are not coming on in any quan- 
tity, but there are enough selects in 


Killarney and the Sunburst. Lily of 
the valley is plentiful, also violets 
and gardenias and the demand 


light. Orchids are good and reason- 
able in price. The supply of lilies 
equals the demand. Peas, mignonette, 
stocks, narcissus, Roman hyacinths 
and freesia are also in good supply. 


A complete change in 
CHICAGO weather has brought 
more or less change in 
market conditions. With several days 
of sunshine, flowers have had more 
light than for many weeks previous 
and have responded accordingly. While 
it will take some time to put the 
plants in a strictly normal condition, 
the increase in cut of roses is already 
perceptible and quality is improved 
also. The market is almost too well 
supplied with violets, home-grown 
singles coming in in quantity and New 
York doubles are being rushed to this 
market. Sales for St. Valentine’s Day 
are expected to be very large in all 
lines and especially in violets, though 
no great number of advance orders are 
reported. Tulips are coming more 
freely and prices on good stock are 
holding up well to the advantage of 
the growers, while the short-stemmed 
small tulips are left unsold or moved 
at a loss. American Beauties are gain- 
ing in color and in stiffness of stem 
as the result of colder weather and 
sunshine. Common ferns are now sell- 
ing at $3.00 per 1000., 
Real wintry weather 
prevails for the first 
time this year.

Everything else in 
good supply. 
The viciously cold 
NEW YORK weather with which 
this week has started 


out has taken about all the remaining 
life out of the flower trade, eating up 


the coal on the one end and freezing 
up the buyers at the other—a case of 
“burning the candle at both ends’— 
which pleases nobody. Valentine’s 
Day may start up something, but at 
present writing it is not particularly 
encouraging as to outlook. Bulbous 
stock of all kinds is very abundant 
and is accumulating in wholesalers’ 
hands, awaiting the arrival of the 
bargain hunter whe unfortunately is 
a scarce commodity in the wholesale 
district. Carnations are moving fairly 
well, everything considered. Roses 
are fine, but they move with exas- 
perating slowness. Violets are un- 
loaded with difficulty and cattleyas 
keep them company. Many “odds and 
ends” of pretty things, such as wall- 
flowers, dasies, cornflowers, calendulas, 
primroses, etc., are at the disposal of 
the buyers at present. These, as well 
as Spencer sweet peas are easily dis- 
posed of.

The downward ten- 
dency is especially noticeable in sweet 
peas and carnations. Violets, also con- 
tinue too plentiful as they have been 


for several weeks back. American 
Beauty roses are largely neglected, 
consequently on short supply and high 
price. There is always a limit. If 
they go too high there are other good 
things to fall back on. A feature of 
the week was the large amount of me 
morial work. This had a marked ef- 
fect on white flowers—white roses, 
lilies, lily of the valley, ete. Prices on 
roses generally are in most cases 
rather easier. As St. Valentine’s Day 
approaches a pulse beat for advance 
can be heard by the iron-faced and 
stone-deaf buyers. To ordinary people 
these mild pulse beats are very notice- 
able. By ordinary people we mean the 
mild-faced growers with ears attuned 
to spiritualistic forces. Orchids are 
shortening up and hope dawns. The 
market of their dreams—like smiling 
morn whose rosy fingers already gilds 
the hills with joy. Cattleya Triana, 
Phalenopsis Schilleriana and Onci- 
dium splendidum are the most con- 
spicuous at present. 


PHILADELPHIA 


The market has been 
ST. LOUIS good in supply and de- 
mand, although the re- 
cent cold weather made things some- 
what dull in retail circles and this of 
course, affected the wholesale market 
somewhat. Prices have been station- 
ary, but are expected to go up a few 
cents for St. Valentine’s Day. Sweet- 
peas, violets and carnations are most 
plentiful, with prices low all week. 
Roses are looking up somewhat now, 
and in another week all will be in crop. 
Other regular market staples are 
equal to all demands. 


The supply of 

WASHINGTON flowers of all va- 
rieties shortened 

up materially the latter part of the 
week due to a sudden drop in the tem- 
perature. The month opened up with 
the mercury reaching the 70 degree 
mark and above; flowers began to 
bloom in the public parks and it was 
feared that the azaleas, held back for 
the Easter business, would bloom pre- 
maturely. some of the growers being 
forced to whitewash their houses to 
deaden the rays of the sun, As a re- 
sult, there is a grave possibility of a 
shortage of locally grown azaleas for 
Easter. The lily crop will be excep- 
tionally good from all reports. With

The latter flowers could be 
bought at as low a figure as $5 per 
thousand, but the price has since ad- 
vanced. Spencer type is bringing 
$1.50 to $2.00 per hundred. The ma- 
jority of the jonquils and narcissi 
offered in the local market are being 
shipped in from other places. The 
growers hereabouts have come to the 
conclusion that the production of 
these flowers can only be accom- 
plished at a loss and are devoting 
their houses and labor to other pur- 
poses. Gardenias are still holding 
their price of $3 per dozen. American 
Beauty roses are poor in quality and 
are meeting with but a very nominal 
demand. Carnations brought $5 per 
hundred the earlier part of the week 
and it is expected that $4 will be the 
bottom price for some time to come.
